WASHING-DAY IN KANSAS. 

As in South Carolina, so in Kansas, the 
annual washing-day has come around, and 
the results are substantially alike in both 
cases. There is no person, or only a very 
few, holding Federal office in the State of 
Kansas, who is not indebted for his place 
to either Senator Pomeroy or Senator 
Caldwell. The last Legislature of Kan- 
sas convicted, ao far as it had authority to 
do so, both of these Senators ef having 
procured their elections by the bribery of 
members.
